est. Ho read a loiter 
from tho Governor of 
California, Baying- 
thai large numbers' 
of jute bags woro

especially upon its relation to capital, the 
hours of labor, tho earnings of laboring 
mon and women, and tho means of promot- 
ing their 
material, social, intellectual 


and moral prosperity. Tho personnel is to 
consist of a commissioner to bo appointed 
by tho President, by and with tho advlco 
and consent of tho Senate, who is to hold 
office four years and to receive a salary of

Tho folloivirig is from one of Dr. F-gglc- 


ston's historical papers in tho Century: 
"About 1070 thcco sprang- up in England 
what were known as tiio ' religious so- 
cieties,'and though a great part of the re- 
ligious history of England and her colonies 
in tho eighteenth century lay in embryo in 
that movement, we can not now tell tbo namo 
of its originator or the source o£ his inspira- 
tions. It is possible that some stray seed 
from Spencer's pietistic meetings in Ger- 
many had been wafted across tbo Channel, 
but it is more probable that tho English 
societies wore indigenous. Tho members 
of these obscuro associations stirred up ono 
another to devotion, aud resorted to tho 
communion of tho parish churches in a 
body. It was tho phenomenon so often seen 
in the world's religious history—rcc'.csio. in. 
ccclctta—a. church growing within achareh 
that had lost tho power to satisfy the aspira- 
tions of tho human spirit. About 1001, a

By 
1701 there were twenty allied societies for 
tho reformation of manners ia tho British, 
islands, besides forty

tho original kind. 


"Tho most conspicuous outgrowth of tho 


devout societies was the Methodist move- 
ment of tbo eighteenth century, though I 
do not lcuo\v that the connection has ever 
bc'oro boon pointed out. 
Tbo so-called 


'Holy Club,' of Oxford, from which issued 
tho Wesloys and "Whitcncld, appears to have 
been merely one of tho religious societies 
which had already flouri shed for flfty years 
and some of which were still in existence 
thirty years later. From this same familiar 
model "Wesley doubtless borrowed tho out- 
lines of the plan that resulted in the more 
highly organized Jlothodist societies out of 
which in time have eomo tho great Methodist 
bodies,"

n Philadelphia 1'rci.i corruspondcnt Irom 
Marietta, Pa. The largest "bovine"vac- 
cine Turin in tl;c .State, as well as the largest 
in tlio United States, is situutcd here, and 
it will bo interesting 10 tlie many folk with 
scro arms in the Quaker City to know hoxv 
the virus \\-iiicli is no\v heinp introduced 
into thousands ol their systems every day 
is prepared. 


The vaccine farm here is conducted by an 


experienced inn! skillful physician. Tho 
virus wi'.h which the heifers urc inoculated, 
and from which comes tho material most 
used in Philadelphia, all originated from a 
spontaneous ease ol' " cow-pax" discovered 
ncai- here in t'u'oi'uary, :SS.">. The diagnosis 
\vas eoniirrjed ut that ticie by eminent 
1'hiladeJphia iihysicians ar.d tho material 
since obtained from it has beer, pronounced 
by English physicians superior to any in 
that country, 


A visit of inspection was paid to the vv- 


ciuo farm which is uow turning out every 
Uaybeuveen M3.000 iiud -10,030 ':points"— 
which mciins the same number of vaccina- 
tions. There is so much public misconcep- 
tion as l:o tho method of obtaining tho \-irus 
which, ever since Jetmer's discovery, has 
been the ^rc::t preventive of a droaded 
plague, and a brief account of the processes 
followed on the farm will be of general in- 
terest. 


Tho hcifcv, young and c'.car.-b'mbed, gen- 


tle-eyed and innocent of all knowledge, of 
cither science or disease, is hired -of tbo 
farmer who is raising her. Tlie animal's 
pedigree is Icaowr. for generations back and 
tho crops ir. which ;ili£ and her forbears 
havo fed aro the richest in the State, Tho 
heifer is carefully led into a wagon specially 
designed for her Irimsportati&n and. wheeled 
as delicately as a child in n baby carriage to 
tho vaecico farm. There sho is unloaded, 
led into a sweet stall, washed all over until 
every hair is as clean as soap and warm 
water can make it, curried frequently, and 
fed for several days on carefully-prepared 
brau and middlings. When hersliin is as 
sofli and tier hair as silky as a kitten's, and 
when nature gives every indication that her 
health is perfect, tho heifer is led to tho 
operating-rooci. 


IToehiy she follows her leaders, ruddy- 


cheeked sons of bronzed farmers, soon to 
become animal surgeous. Calmly, but with 
wondering eyes, sho suffers horse1.* to bo 
led to the side of a so-called " table," a 
frame-work supported by four-legs. Pretty 
heifer's eyes grow a little anxious as a V- 
shapod wooden crib is lowered upon her 
back and three broad leather straps, fast 
cncd to tho crib, are passed under her belly 
and tightly buckled. Perhaps sho wonders 
v.-heUier she is to turn horse and carry this 
strango saddle; but her wonder, wuatover 
it may be, changes to fright when with tho 
turning of a windlass sho is lifted oft her 
feet, turns upside down in tho air aud is 
ewungin this position gently to tho operat- 
ing-table. 
Here her head and neck aro 


lirmly strapped to a padded pillow, her feet 
are bound to strong uprights and her tail 
tied to one of tlie legs of the table. Poor 
bossy can not move a limb. 
Her gcntlo 


eyes roll upward in fright and sho twichcs 
tho muscles of bur silky chest with nervous 
apprehension. 


One of tlie men at the foot of tho table 


seines a basin of warm water and some soap, 
and 
carefully washes tho inside of the 


ihighsof the" prostrate beast. 
This thor- 


oughly done, with n sharp razor the hair is 
bliiivcd fruin a surface about six inches 
wide ami f-.vo feet long, exposing a velvety 
skin. This skin ir, again thoroughly washed 
r.nd 
dried, ar.d then one of the attendants 


slaps it with his Hand until the surfaco 
grows as scarlet as an autumn leaf. Tho 
purpose of this "spanking" is to stimulate 
tbc local circulation. 


The next stop is lh« inoculation. AVitliD. 


large lancet the operator scrapes the tender 
sliiu on each 
IL-K in six or sever, places, 


leaving spots three times as big as a dollar, 
from which the cpiibalamium has been re- 
moved. Tho spots look red as blood, but tho 
patient hcifor seems not. to suffer. Then a 
largo ivory "point" ten times as trig as is 
used in a human patient and 
heavily 


charged with vims is rubbed over each 
spot until the scrum of the b'.ood is brought 
to tlio surfaco and thoroughly mingled with 
the virus. The heifer is now inoculated 
with "cow-pox" and :-. led away without 
exposure to the outer air to a clean, sweetr- 
smcUing stable, where oho takes her placo 
in a lo-.ig row of other patients. Hero she 
is watched night and day and receives as 
much attention as a sick Emperor might 
exact'. At tho end of eight days tho disease 
has reached its hcigth and tho "cow-pox" 
virus has accumulated under the scabs 
which nature has -formed over the places of 
inoculation. 


When tho proper moment has arrived tho 


boiler is again placed or. an operating table 
'a. a room as light and clean as a, parlor, 
from which every particle of dust is ex- 
cluded. Thero the covering of a sore is re- 
moved nud the opcuins sponged «arefully 
out. The next moment clear, fresh virus 
cxuuos from tho bottom of tho spot. This 
is taken on a delicate brush and applied to 
the line ivory points, with which almost 
every one who lives in r. modern citv is 
familiar. The wounds upon one heifer fur- 
ni:Vh virus enough to charge from five hun- 
dred to two thousand of these --points." 


Tliis operation over the heifer is led away, 


carefully attended, f.ud soon recovers per- 
fect health. The "points" when dried, 
aro packed by neat-handed girls in tho glass 
cases, which may bo seen in every drug 
store. They are shipped to every country 
ia Europe, "large quantities belr.g sont to 
England, us well as to China and India.

Iho Madison Journal: John Bentley, 


Thomas K, Bentley and 0. F, Nowlon. 
contractors on the state capitol exten- 
sion at the time o£ tho falling of tbo 
south wing, November 8,1883, deeming 
themselves aggrieved by the refusal of 
the;iegislature to allow their claim against 
tie state for damages, have brought 6n 
action demanding 522,000. 


The plaintiffs allege that as tte lowest 


bids received first on the plans were all 
in excess of the appropriation, conse- 
quently the supervising architect, IX B. 
Jones, twice changed the plans of tbe 
oapitol extensions so as to make the 
building cheaper than as originally do- 
eigned. The 
complaint continues in 


tubstanoe. 


The board o£ commissioners requested 


tho plaintiffs and others to figure and 
bid on the work according to the plane 
as altered. 
While ihe plaintiffs entered 


into a contract for tho whole work, it was 
understood that largo portions of the 
materials to go into the construction were 
to be furnished by sub-contractors. Tho 
lowest bid for the oast iron worn was 
made by James Fyfo, of Portspe, and 
this bid was made by the plaintiffs the 
basis of their calculation for tho whole 
work. 
j 


On Nov. S, 18S3, the plaintiffs bad a 


very large portion of tho two winge com- 
pleted, aod had placed therein a large 
quantity of tbe cast iron material fur- 
nished by Fyfe and approved by Jones, 
On the day above named, one of the 
•wings broke down and fell, destroying a 
very large amount o! materiol, and tha 
fruits of much labor by tho contractors. 
All of the material and work had been 
accepted by the board of commissioners 
aud paid for by the state, on the certifi- 
cates of the architect. 


The suit by the contractors is for com- 


pensation for material and labor used in 
the reconstruction. 


Tbe allegation id then made tbat by 


reason of defects in the plans and speci- 
fications made by Jones, tha architect, 
and in accordance with which the con- 
struction WBB made, the wing fell. 
Tbe 


plena and specifications, the complaint 
states, were especially defective in re- 
spect to the oast iron work, in failing to 
provide for bearings and supports for 
columns and girders, and in failir.g to 
provide for proper plates for certain piers 
and carts of tlie corridor walls upon 
which iron columns supporting great 
weights rested.
